The Small Home Problem of Older People 
Laff-A-Day 


Homes for older persons, patterned aft­ 
er their needs, is now becoming a demand 
to an extent that federal government of­ 
ficials have pushed to the fore this con­ 
sideration by the construction industry. 
In the last several years the nation s 
younger married people, buying and con­ 
structing homes to begin housekeeping, 
have given the economy of the country a 
tremendous boost. 
Now many older people whose children 
are married and living away from home 
are pointing to the fact that they need 
more housing of desirable modern type to 
meet their smaller requirements and their 
ability to look after them. 
It is now being said that statistics show- 
68 per cent of families headed by persons 
of 65 or older, while owning their o w n 
homes, actually have more rooms than 
they need. They are finding it difficult to 
dispose of their seven to IO room homes. 
They are said to represent about 4U per­ 
cent of the entire 65 or older age group. 
These older people enjoy an increasing 
share of the national income—and the re­ 
sources they command are expanding, 


too. This segment of the nation's popula­ 
tion, in another 20 years, is expected to 
total 22 million persons —- or roughly IO 
per cent of the 220 million Americans who 
will be inhabitating the country then. 
Florida, among other areas, has recog­ 
nized the demand among retired folk for 
smaller living quarters — quarters that 
will not overburden them financially or 
otherwise in their leisure years. However 
many of these oldsters prefer to remain 
in familiar surroundings in their own lo­ 
calities. They may still be quick to ex­ 
change a house that far exceeds their 
needs for one that would be just as com­ 
fortable and less burdensome. 
Many sections have institutions where 
p e o p l e can go in their later years. 
Churches, fraternal organizations and oth­ 
er groups operate homes for them. How­ 
ever there is growing need for small pri­ 
vate homes. In them men and women are 
still able to enjoy the freedom and the 
s a t i s f a ction of maintaining their own 
houses and yards according to their ow-n 
way of life.
